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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 , 2, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US 6,239,387 (hereafter Wissell). 

Wissell discloses, referring to figure 4, a circuit board having two sides, the circuit 
board comprising; a substrate (22) having a first array of vias (leftmost vias 106) to 
connect to a first agent (12), the first array of vias defining a first set of channels on the 
substrate, and having a second array of vias (rightmost vias 106), the second array of 
vias defining a second set of channels on the substrate; and a bus comprising bus 
traces (24, one shown, a plurality referred to; see col. 6, lines 55-65), wherein each bus 
trace is routed in only one channel belonging to the first set of channels and routed in 
only one channel belonging to the second set of channels [claim 1], wherein the first 
and second agents, are mounted upon only one of the two sides of the circuit board 
[claim 2], wherein the first array of vias are arranged in substantially linear rows and the 
second array of vias are arranged in substantially linear rows [claim 5]. 

Response to Arguments
